W13 to be ſold at eighteen pence the quart, we had 
wo ſhillings or halt a crown, and that we might net

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neither was this enough to have the price, but the 
Wine was generally mixc, and bad , and that the 
Gueſts might as well be cheated in quantity as quality,
